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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendments raise new issues that would require further consideration. Further, the 
amendments would fail to overcome the prior art for the following reasons: 

1) The amendments to the preamble are considered immaterial and are given little to no weight in this case. A preamble is generally not 
accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body 
of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 
.1951). In applicant's case, the structural components of claim 1, for example, are capable of standing alone and do not need the newly 
added "network device" of the preamble. Further, even if the amendments were entered, the prior art would still adequately read on the 
claimed invention because the prior art fully discloses all elements and functions of the claimed invention. 

2) The figures of the prior art used in the rejections have components and functions that are the same throughout the disclosed patent. 
And although some figures may show more detailed or general depictions of the invention, all corresponding components are 
incorporated in the figures and descriptions. Thus allowing one of ordinary skill in the art to fully understand the disclosed invention. 

3) The prior art does not teach away from applicant's claimed invention as asserted. The claims recite no limitation stating that the jitter 
only is transmitted through the network. Although the prior art further processes the jittered data after transmission, this does not 
preclude the prior art from reading on the claimed invention. Further, although transmitting the jitter through the network may provide 
some benefit acknowledged by the applicant, it does not indicate patentability because applicant has merely recognized an inherent 
advantage of sending data with jitter through the network. That is to say, all data sent through a network would have this benefit and 
therefore, all prior art disclosing data with jitter traveling through a network would read on applicant's recognized benefit. For at least 
these reasons the claimed invention cannot overcome the prior art. 
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
